REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The School Committee, Swanzey, N. H.: 


Gentlemen :—Herewith is presented to you the third an- 
nual report of the superintendent of schools for Swanzey. This 
report aims to set before you and those interested in the schools 
a general statement of the educational work of the town for 
the past year and certain suggestions for the year to come. 

It is, of course, taken for granted that all results in educa- 
tion are the outcome of a slow and gradual growth or evolution 
rather than the productions of sudden drastic changes or 
revolutions. All first-class achievements are preceded by a 
long period of unseen, unfelt preparation, and are produced 
by the patient working of forces which are not very plainly 
understood. As a foundation upon which efficient schools can 
be built must be an increasing feeling in the town that good 
schools are needed and may be had for the price; a better un- 
derstanding through the years of what business and manufae- 
ture of the present day demand of a boy or girl; and a clear 
perception of how to provide that sort of education in the — 
schools. Good schools are schools which provide a child with 
the education which will be directly useful in the business life 
of the world. This has been the guiding principle which has 
determined the work of the year on the part of your superin- 
tendent. | 

It is a serious question whether our country schools are 
giving the country child any effectual education for the life 
which he will probably lead. It is doubtful whether, at every © 
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point, our schools are giving an efficient, useable, practical 
business training in practical arithmetic, including the keeping 
of simple accounts, the making of simple measurements and 
compensations from them; reading; correct spelling and the 
writing of the English language; writing of common business 
letters; and practical drawing. 

The work of your superintendent during the year has been 
in the line of making the teaching of the old subjects more 
efficient and businesslike, and the preparing a way for the en- 
trance of new subjects at the proper time into our schools. It 
is of small importance for a boy to study bank discount or par- 
tial payments in school if he fails in his use of common frac- 
tions and decimals. 

We have endeavored, as far as the time and circumstances 
would permit, to make the study of geography more interesting 
and practical by the collecting of many raw materials of manu- 
facture, both at home and abroad; by the study of the com- 
mercial relations of the United States with foreign countries ; 
and by a study of our own forestry and agriculture. We have 
tried to make history less the memorizing of dry facts and 
dates, (although not neglecting these), and more an intelligent 
study of the causes for modern conditions of society and of 
the origin of our government. 

We have tried to make nature study a means for training 
the child to develop sharp eyes and watch the things about 
him. The most successful men in the world’s business are 
those who have been the keenest observers of nature and things 
which happen out of doors. 

Modern life demands that people know many things; it 
demands that our children be taught many things in school. 
A man today cannot be successful on the little knowledge that 
satisfied conditions years ago. He must know science and 
commerce and art, and the schools which now are to turn out 
successful men in the world at large must teach many things 
of interest and use.

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It is impossible to deseribe in detail the many things, im- 
portant but not showy, that have been done here and there in 
Swanzey during the year, but the above gives an idea of our 
general line of proceedure. 

The subject of drawing deserves mention in detail. Draw- 
ing is either one of the most practical or one of the most useless 
subjects in our schools. It depends on the way it is taught. 
Without question an ability to draw, even crudely, is essential 
to the industrial life of today. Every man or woman engaged 
in business finds it more or less necessary. A carpenter, a box- 
maker, a farmer, a dressmaker, to say nothing of an architect, 
draughtsman, engineer or designer, makes use of drawing 
constantly. Such being the ease it should be taught in the 
schools. The elements of drawing, the manual skill of operating 
a pencil can be taught successfully in the public schools, and 
those towns in which it is taught are excelling in the usefulness 
of their schools. Some start has been made in those schools | 
which have teachers capable of carrying it on. It is not ab- 
solutely necessary that a special teacher be employed, for a 
teacher willing to give the time and attention to it can readily 
learn with the children. The superintendent understands | 
drawing, both mechanical and freehand, and is willing to give 
his knowledge to the teachers willing to try. 

A hundred dollars for the purchase of supplies would make 
a good start for the coming year. This proposition is recom- 
mended to your consideration. 

The sanitary conditions of our school buildings are not 
generally good. The presence of coal gas from a defective 
furnace has repeatedly made two of the rooms dangerous; the 
ventilating arrangements are out of repair or else do not exist, 
giving an atmosphere which threatens disease; and the pur- 
chase of some sweeping, dust-laying material, like ‘‘ Dustbane’”’ 
would greatly improve the air. Those acquainted with matters 
of public hygiene are unanimous in declaring that such condi- 
tions are seriously detrimental to the mental work of the chil- 
dren, to say nothing of their health. 
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Schools should not only be wholesome, they should be 
attractive and interesting. They should offer surroundings and 
subjects for study such that the child will enjoy going to school 
better than staying at home. They should be comfortable, in 
light, warmth, in seating; they should be adorned with things 
of beauty and interest to children, pictures, collections of nat- 
ural objects, the children’s own work, largely collected by the 
children themselves, without expense. A barren, dingy school- 
room will produce the same effect on a child, and more, than 
the same surroundings produce on a man. 

The superintendent has endeavored to hold a series of 
informal parents’ meetings at which he might have the pleasure 
of meeting the parents and receiving suggestions from them; 
and explaining more completely regarding their children’s 
education. The results of this endeavor have not been entirely 
encouraging. In some cases the meetings have been very help- 
ful to the superintendent and a source of satisfaction to the 
parents. 

We have been trying to lay a better foundation on which 
future work can be built by searching for better teachers, 
wherever such have been needed; by explaining to them better 
ways of teaching and helping them in all ways within the legal 
power of the superintendent; purchasing that class of text- 
books which progressive education everywhere demands, and 
which makes more rich and interesting the work of our schools. 

In several cases it has been found necessary to raise the 
salaries of our teachers in order to get and keep efficient ones. 
It follows as a corollary of this, that no inefficient teacher 
should be retained. There is no other way to maintain a school 
system at a high level. 

And to make the position attractive to the best teachers 
the salary must also be attractive. Teachers, as everyone else 
in business, are not working for charity. The best business men 
get the best positions. So with teachers. It is sometimes re- 
marked that our town pays already sufficient and attractive 
salaries. It may throw some light on this debate to compare 
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our salaries with those of teachers in some other small towns 
of our neighborhood. One su¢h town in Cheshire county of — 
less than 1800 inhabitants pays not less than $10 per week to 
any teacher and $600 per year to its best one. This teacher is 
in a village school like many of those in Swanzey and teaches 
about 20 pupils. Another town of less than 2000 inhabitants 
pays $550 per year to its grammar teacher, $432 to its sub- 
grammar. In Hillsboro county a small town of less than 1700 
pays not less than $8.00 per week to any of its small schools 
and $455 per year to its grammar teacher. Over the line in ~ 
Massachusetts it is common for teachers in small towns to get 
from $400 to $600 per year. These towns in our county main- 
tain schools 35 or 36 weeks. 

Swanzey is fortunate in having many efficient teachers who 
are resident, but there are not enough such teachers to supply 
our needs and others must be had from outside. And as out- 
side teachers do not need to come to us unless they choose there 
must be an inducement for them to come. Many of our resi- 
dent teachers could get more salary than they are at present 
receiving if they cared to go to other towns to teach. Good 
schools are mainly a question of sufficient money properly 
spent, which is true of most business enterprises. 

The work of the West Swanzey graded school could be 
more effectively handled by the teachers if it were divided into 
eight divisions instead of nine, allowing two grades to each 
teacher. This does not mean leaving out any portion of the 
work of the school, but simply dividing it into different parts, 
the same amount of work would be done as now and be done 
more productively and thoroughly.
